PROMUTION OF POLICEMEN. 


“Jumping” of Patrolmen Oauses Dissatis- 
faction in the Benevolent Association. 
It seems that the dissatisfaction that cropped 

out in the discussior at the meeting of the Po- 

licemen’s Benevolent Association Sunday re- 
garding the jumping ot policemen from 

‘the rank of patrolman to that of Lieutenant 

was not on account of the effect in paying 

death benefits, but on account of the advan- 
tage mushroom oificérs obtain in the 
classification for pensions. It seems the rank 
and file are not pleased with the retirement of 
able-bodied men who have attained the re- 
tiring age simply to make room for the 
„jumping of men from the rank of patrol- 
men to that of Captain or Lievtenant, and 
this sentiment asserted itself at the 
meeting of the association when a motion 
was passed to keep such men out of the 
benevolent organization. A death benefit of 
$2,000 is paid to the relatives of any member 
who dies or is killed regardless of his rank. 

It is not correct, as was stated, that there is 

an ordinance providing that a man must serve 

a certain number of years as a patrolman be- 

fore he is promoted to the rank of Lieuten- 

ant. The ordinance says that promotion 
shall be trom patrolmad to sergeant, from 
sergeant to Lieutenant, and so on, but is 
silent as to the time a man shall occupy each 
position before he is entitled to ad vancement. 


CLAY HOPPER IS CERTAINLY ALIVE, 


After Many Days of Suspended Animation 
His Eyes Open. 

Totxpo, O., Jan.-9.—Clay G. Hopper, the 
young man who was supposed to have died 
ten days ago, is certainly alive. The first pos- 
itive signs of life was the right eye, which 
slightly opened and then closed. The body 
was then bathed in brandy and wrapped in 
flannels and is regaining ite natural warmth. 
This.evening it is much warmer than it was 
this morning. The lips seem dry and feverish 
and are moistened repeatediy. About 1 o’clock 
this afternoon the sleeper opened both eyes so 
that the pupils were visible and then slowly 
closed them again. Slight movements in va- 
rious parte of the body have also been noticed 
at irregular intervals. 

The parents are fearful that, owing to the 
weakness of the boy, he will relapse into a 
sieep from which he will never awaken. s 

Among the many callers at the house this 
morning was the Rev. S. D. Hutsinpiller, who 
preached the funeral sermon. He was admit- 
ted to the sitting-room and when told of the 
changes ia the condition of the boy which 
were taking place he seemed greatly sur- 
prised, as he said he had regarded the child 
as dead, and deemed it unwise when he was 
informed that interment would not take place 
after the services.

Against Politicians, 


On the subject of the management of the 
penal institutions he will say that too little at- 
tention is paid to the Work of reform, too 
much to punshment, profit, and politics. He 
will mveigh somewhat against the partisan 
management of the institutions. 

He will declare against the removal of 
ordinates because of their politics. He wil 
say that those employés who are efficient must 
de retained. At the same time he will assert 
that the present management ot the penal in- 
stitutions is extravagaat; that there are too 
many salaried officials and that salaries are 
too high, He will take strong and radical 
ground in favor of the reform of those insti- 
tutions. 

He will aiso maintain that the insane poor 
are not properly cared for. Their treatment, 
he will hold, has not been generous nor suf- 
ficient. He will urge additions to the existing 
State asylums, the erection of new ones if 
necessary, and a more liberal management, 
He will favor the application of strict civil- 
service principles in the appointment, promo- 
tion, and térm of service of the subordinate 
employés of those institutions. 

It is in this connection that the new Gov- 
ernor will declare against the waste of the 
public money for the maintenance of many 
useless and unnecessary boards. He will 
recommend that several of. those boards be 
abolished and tne consolidation of their duties 
under the jurisdiction and management of the 
Board of Public Charities. He will also favor 
the consolidation of the two penitentiary 
boards and will urge legislation to enable this 
to be done.

In reference to the contract system he will 
repeat in substance the speeches made during 
the campaign. He will hold that many of the 
contracts are illegal and ought to be abro- 
gated and that the spirit of the constitutional 
amendment in reference to the system ought 
to be given effect.

On the conclusion of the labors of the Elec- 
toral College the following letter from Grover 
Cleveland was circulated :

Crry, Jan. 3.—The Hon. Alfred Orendorf, Chair- 
man committee, etc., Springfield, IiL.—My Dear 
Sir: I have received with great pleasure your 
invitation to attend the inauguration of Gov. 
Altgeld at your city on the 10th of this month. I 
concur with you in your estimate of the signifi- 
cance of the occasion. The fact that Illinois, for 
the first time in forty years,is about to install a 
Governor of our political faith affords me, in com- 
mon with all Democrats throughout the land, 
great gratification.

FORM OF PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION, 


How the Electors Proceed in the Discharge 
of the People’s Will. 

Wasuinctrox, D. C., Jan. 9.—The Electors 
chosen last November met in the capitals of 
various States at noon today to discharge that 
duty. After having cast their votes for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President these Electors will 
sign three certificates of the result, One of 
these is delivered to an Elector appointed to 
take charge of it and carry it in person to the 
seat of government and deliver it to the Pres- 
iaent of the Senate, So far but thirty of the 
States have complied with the law requiring 
— result of the vote to be filed with the Sen- 
ate. 
The certificates will be opened at 1 p. m., 
Feb, 8, by the President of the Senate, both 
Houses sitting jointly, in the alphabetical 
order of the States, and handed to the tellers, 
who will read them and note the result. It is 
possible that objection may be raised to some 
of the votes from the States of California, 
Kansas, Michigan, Ohio, and Oregon, and in 
this event the law provides that the two 
Houses shall separate, consider the objections, 
and report their findings. After the certifi- 
cates have all been delivered to the President, 
he will make the proper announcement. This 
announcement is declared by law, and will be 
a constitutional declaration of the election of 
Grover Cleveland and Adlai E. Stevenson. 
This will conclade all formalities prior to the 
inauguration.

DEATH OF ATTORNEY HENRY DAY. 


He Was a Leading Counselor of New York 
and an Author of Note. 


Nzuw York, Jan. 9.—[ Special. —Henry Day, 
senior member of the firm of Lord, Day & 
Lord, lawyers, died this morning of pneu- 
monia. He leaves a widow, two daughters 
Mrs. R. H. McCormick of Chicago and Miss 
Susan Deforrest Day—and one son, George 
Lord Day. 

Henry Day was born at South Hadley, Mass., 
Christmas day, 1820, He entered Yale College, 
and in 1845 he was graduated. He studied law at 
Harvard and then came to this city. He was 
married in 1849 in the same year was 

ership by his father-in-law, 
the firm of rd, Day & 
established. Mr. Day 
was one of the associates of Henry H. 
Hyde in the organization of the Equitable Lite 
Insurance Society and was a director when he 
died. He was of counsel for the company anda 
member of the finance committee. r. Day was 
the legal adviser and executor of Samuel F. B. 
Morse, the father of the telegraph. Daniel Lord 
drew the will of William B Astor and when Mr. 
Lord died a great deal of the business of the vast 
estate came into Mr. Day’s hands. He was the 
counsel of William Astor. Be was a director of 
the Union Theological Seminary and one of the 
warmest supporters of Dr. Bri in the present 
controversy. Mr. Day wrote a great deal for 
publication and two of his books, A Lawyer 
Abroad and From the Pyrenees to the Pillar 
of Hercules,” have been widely road. 
Mr. Day's work seldom called him into the courts, 
but he was the adviser and counsel of many prom- 
ineat men and corporations.

AMENDMENTS TO THE ELECTION LAWS. 

The Chicago Election Commissioners have 
prepared a bill to amend both the City Election 
and the Australian Bailot law. The altera- 
tions in the former already have been men- 
tioned approvingly in Tun Trreunz. It is in- 
tended that there shall be three days of regis- 
tration for a general election instead of two, 
and two days’ registration for intermediate 
elections instead of one. In each case the reg- 
istration is to begin a week earlier. These 


? extra days will prevent the loss of many votes. 


It is proposed also to increase the pay of 
judges and clerks, the Commissioners think- 
ing that they can get better men thereby. If 
they are correct the aaditional expenditure 
will not be grudged. 

The amendments suggested by them to the 
Australian Ballot law are designed to prevent 
the illegal circulation of ballots either by the 
printer or by the judges during the time be- 
tween their receipt and the opening of the 
polis, and also to prevent a voter who may have 
gotten possession wrongfully of an official bal- 
lot which had been previously marked for him 
by the purchaser of his vote from taking it 
into the booth with him and bringing back 
for further use and as evidence that he had 
„delivered the goods the ticket given him 
by the judges. The experience of the Com- 
missioners has suggested to them the need of 
these amendments, and they ought to bs 
adopted. No one can object to them who 
favors an honest election. 

It is the intention of one of the McLean 
County members to endeavor to seéure the 
adoption of two other amencments. One of 
them is that the circle in which the voter who 
wants to vote straight places his X“ mark 
shall be put directly above the title of the 
party instead of immediately to the left of it. 
There seems to be no objection to this. An- 
other is that the little squares to the left of 
the names of the candidates shall be done 
away with, and that if a man wants to scratch 
his ticket he must run his pencil through the 
objectionable name and write underneath it 
the name of the person he prefers. Thus if 
at the last election a man had wished to vote 
the Democratic ticket with six exceptions he 
would have put his mark in the circle at the 
top, and then have scratched out and written 
in six names, 

A person of reasonable intelligence would 
prefer the present system. It is a great deal 
easier to make an X than it is to write a 
name, and the mark is a great deal more legible 
than the name. The writing of names on the 
old ballots was a source of constant perplex- 
ity. Sometimes they were illegible. Some- 
times tne voter failed to scratch out as well as 
write in. If the proposed change were made 
half of those who scratched out a name would 
write the substituted one above instead of un- 
derneath. Most men vote their party ticket 
straight. Those who do not generally know 
enough to make an X“ in the right place, 
If not, it will not be difficult for them to learn. 

If a man wants to write a name on the 
ticket he can dosonow. The law says: “Or 
by writing, m the name of the candidate of 
his choice in a blank space on said ticket, 
making a cross opposite thereto.” To make 
the proposed change would deprive the intelli- 
gent voter of the present easy method of 
scratching by means of an X.“ There should 
be some evidence of the necessity for this pro- 
posed modification of a law with which all 
soon will be familiar. 

There is one much needed amendment 
which.go one has yet announced his intention 
of "te hae That is, that constitutional 
amendment and similar measures which call 


for a yes or ‘a no vote shall be printed on a 


separate ballot, so that the voter may take 
cognizance of them, Suppose that the people 
of Chicago were called on to vote at a general 
election for or against a measure like the 
adoption of the Drainage law. Out of 250,000 
voters perhaps 30,000 would take the trouble 
to make a mark, providing they voted under 
the Australian law as it is now. In that case 
if a little over 15,000, or less than a sixteenth 
of the voters, marked their ballots “yes” 
the measure would be carried when it might 
not have been with a different mode of voting. 
The Legislature must not fail to change the 
manner of submitting these special taatters. 


THE SINGLE-TAX FAD. 

The single-tax theory championed by Henry 
George is being agitated this winter by lecturers 
and others, its advocates making up in noise 
what they lack in numbers and force of argu- 
ment, butnotone of these apostles of the single- 
tax fad, nor the book which they take as their 
gospel, makes clear or satisfactory any of the 
several points that may be raised in grave ob- 
jection. They do not explain how the pro- 
posed single tax is to be collected and then di- 
vided among the several governments, Is it 
intended that the Federal Government shall 
do the collecting, issue writs of distraint for 
arrears of rent, send out the writs of eject- 
ment when required, and sell off the improve- 
ments to pay the rent in arrears and costs? 
Or is that important function to fall to the lot 
of the several States under their local laws? 

Supposing this difficulty to be settled to the 
satisfaction of all concerned, how is it pro- 
posed to divide the rents among all the bodies 
for which taxes are now levied? The Federal 
Government would need to begin with say 
five or six hundred millions of dollars a year, 
with annual increase of 3to5 or 6 per cent 
thereafter. Some States require a great deal 
more revenue per capita than others. Mas- 
sachusetts, for instance, needs much more 
per head of population than Georgia. How is 
that excess to be obtained? Suppose that 
after the General Government has taken out 
its six hundred millions of rentals there re- 
mains half a billion, more or less. How is 
that remainder to be apportioned? Will it be 


on the per capita basis to the several States, 


or how? If on the per capita plan the City of 
Chicago would not receive half enough for its 
municipal needs, Or is every county and 
city and village to be repaid the amount col- 
lected from it by the Federal Government, 
after deducting what is required to maintain 
the Federal and State Govefuments? George 
has never answered these and kindred ques- 
tions. He has not bothered his head to work 
out the scheme in practice. He contents him- 
self with stating his idea of rental taxation, 
and appears to assume that it could be 
carried on without any trouble or perplexity. 
It does not seem to have occurred to him that

demand for its abandonment, If not it would 
utterly demoralize the country, for the full 
rental tex would wipe out the capital 
value 

away all its selling value, and thus deprive the 
holder of his credit security on which now he 


can borrow money for improving his farm or 


for other useful and necessary purposes. 

The capital value in land in the United 
States today amounts to twenty or thirty bill- 
ion dollars. Ali this furnishes the seven or 
eight millions of freeholders a credit basis, a 
first-class security, by which they can obtain 
the use of surplus capital. It is also the 
means of converting a man’s entire wealth in 
land into money when he wishes to change to 
some other occupation than that of farmer. 
The single tax system would deprive him of 
all he can now obtain from that source as 
well as destroy his power to improve his land 
by borrowing on its credit. Worse even than 
that, it would take away all incentive to such 
improvements as the occupant might be able 
to make without borrowing. 

The taxing of lots and lands to their full 
rental value inevitably must result in bad, 
slovenly farming, just as in Russia now, and 
just as it did in France before the revolution, 
when all the land was owned by the State, the 
Church, and by nobles, who collected full 
rents upon it. Ihe scheme would work as its 
equivalent does in Ireland today, where the 
nobility collects full rents to the utter impov- 
erishment of the farming class. France has 
improved its farming wonderfully under the 
freehold system that has prevailed there for 
a hundred years past. Formerly it did not 
raise half enough food for less than half the 
present population. Now there is abundance, 
and the farmers are rich and contented. Be- 
fore the change they were poor and discon- 
teated. What is true of France in this re- 
spect is equally true of all those parts of Ger- 
many and other places in Europe where the 
freehold has been substituted for land monop- 
oly. In England the land is rented in large 
farms, under exacting rules and conditions 
personally supervised and enforced by the 
landlords or their stewards. The millions 
of families which furnish toilers on those 
lands are mere hirelings at scanty wages for 
middlemen boss farmers, instead of being 
freeholders as in France, two-thirds of Ger- 
many, Holland, Belgium, and the greater part 
of Scandinavia. But the system is breaking, 
and must be changed soon to peasant pro- 
prietorship and farming freehold. 

The Georgite bystem appliea to the United 
States would quickly result in slothful, care- 
less, shiftless tenant farming. There would be 
no feeling of interest or pride in the farm, no 
desire to keep it from running down in the 
haads of a holder who had no security that he 
would be tenant for another year. Then soon 
would be repeated the present condition of 
things in Russia. The communal system of 
land holding is there directly responsible for 
the famine troubles, the chief inducement be 


ing to crop the land to the last degree while 4 


will yield anything and leave it in povert 
stricken shape for the next occupant. Do 
George and his following want to see such 
conditions reproduced in the United States? 


FIGURES FROM THE PENSION OFFICE. 

The detailed report of the Commissioner of 
Pensions, brought down to Nov. 30 last, gives 
some idea of the number of pensioners now 
on the rolls and of the number that will be 
there in the course of time if existing laws 
are administered as they have been. On the 
30th of June, 1888, the total number of pen- 
sioners was 452,557. A year later it was 489,- 
725, an increase of 387,000. The bill for 
pensions that year was $64,200,000. Nov. 30, 
1892, there were 920,885 pensioners, or more 
than twice as many as in 1888. The annual 
value of pensions June 30 last was $116,800,000, 
or nearly twice what it was two years before. 
The total amouut paid for pensions during the 
four months July 1-Oct. 31, 1892, was $50,100,- 
000. Therefore, if no new claims were 
allowed, this year’s pension bill will be over 
$150,000,000. 

It appears, however, that on the 10th of last 
month 776,687 claims of different kinds were 
pending. Of these 231,000 are for increases. 
The amount of money paid out by the govern- 
ment has been swollen not merely by the put- 
ting of new names on the rolls but by giving 
larger pensions to those whose na mes were 
already there. This was done with special 
recklessness while Tanner was Commis. 
sioner. It is alleged that in many instances 
increases have been allowed because asked 
for rather than because deserved. Between 
Feb, 14, 1891, and Nov. 30 last the claims of 
260,000 men were allowed under the act of 
1890. During the same period 60,000 uf those 
men asked for increases and got them. Many 
of them were persons really undeserving of 
government assistance, who, having had a 
taste of blood, cldmored for more, It is easy 
to see how a sympathetic public officer with 
the National Treasury to draw on lends a will- 
ing ear to these applications for more money. 

There were also pending Dec. 10, 198,000 
claims under the old law. Of these 110,000 
were made by the soldiers themselves and 88, 
000 by widows. The average first payment 
during the last two years in such cases has 
been $317 for men and $780 for widows. If 
the 198,000 claims were allowed they would 
take a hundred millions from the Treasury. 
There are great possibilities in those claims. 
There are also pending 187,000 claims under 
the act of 1890. Of these 124,000 are by men 
and 63,000 by widows. First payments 
are not as large under the new law as under 
the old one, hence this last batch of claims if 
allowed would take out of the Teeasury, to 
start with, only about $22,000,000. 

It appears further that on the 10th of last 
month the numberof completed cases was 
150,000. It must not be understood that pen- 
sions will be granted in all these cases, but 
that the applicants have submitted all the 
evidence they can, that the medical examina- 
tions, etc., have been made, and that the pa- 
pers are ready for final action. Judging by 
the past, final action will be favorable in most 
instances. 

It has been charged that a great many 
claims have been adjudicated, but the certifi- 
cates not issued, because if they had been and 
the pensioners had drawn their money the 
Treasury would have been exhausted. The 
Commissioner of Pensions denies that. It is 
evident, however, from his own figures that 
the office has been working more slowly of 
late. Between June 30, 1891, and the same 
date 1892 the number of names on the rolls 
increased 200,000. During the five months 
ending Nov. 30 last thenumber increased only 
44,800. This is at the rate of 107,500 fora 
whole year, Here is a falling off in activity 
of nearly 50 per cent. 

There are 920,000 names on the roils plus 
those added since Nov. 30, ana several army 
corps are seeking eagerly to break into the 
pension fold. If they succeed where is the 
money to come from to pay the pensions of 
the deserving and the undeserving, the sheep 
and the goats? Thatis a problem the next 
Congress must solve. The present one has 
done nothing but add to pension burdens. It

The statistics propared by Mr. Hester show 
that Great Britain ships annually $340,000,000 of 


parts of the East. In 1891 the total value of Amer- 
ican ex to those countries was $43,814,000, 
of w Only $8,787,000 can be credited to 
cotton manufactures. In view of this in- 
equitable distribution Mr. Hester says: 
“While England sends of the products of its 
looms and spindles the worth of one hundred 
and seventy-odd millions of dollars to clothe 
the people of the Far East, we, who produce 
the raw material in the greatest quantity and 
under the most favorable circumstances, send 
considerably less than one-twentieth of that 
amount.“ Referrmg to the China trade the 
same authority says: 

Referring to our China trade, a leading trade 
journal notices that our exports to that country 
have fallen from 80,934,000 yards in 1800-91 to 65,- 


859,000 in 1891-'92, due, it states, to the very poor 
condition of the China trade. It takes courage, 


however, from the fact that our shipments to 


South American ports appear to have reached 
45,920,000 yards in 1891-92, against 26,678,000 in 
1890-91, premising that such a statement affords 
a hopeful outlook, and indicates a promising 
opening for the development of this trade. Such 
figures, compared with nearly 2,000,000,000 yards 
shipped from Great Britain to British East India, 
and 823,000,000 yards to China, Japan, etc., show 
not only the enormous disparity, but what we 
might possibly draw from under favorable cir- 
cumstances, 

Mr. Hester further notes that although the 
South produced 9,085,000 bales of cotton in 
1891 there were worked up in this country 
only 2,900,000 bales, and that of this amount 
the South consumed only 686,000 bales. For 
the remainder, amounting to over 6,000,000 
bales, the Southern farmers had to seek a 
market abroad at low prices. 

Putting this and that together Mr. Hester is 
forced to the conclusion that the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal would open up these 
important and steadily growing Oriental mar- 
kets to the South and enable American manu- 
facturers to compete with the English owing 
to the immense saving in distance and freights 
which would be effected by this great work. 
Upon this point Mr. Heater forcibly says: 

Would not the Nicaragua Canal change all this? 
We need a market for cotton, raw or manufact- 
ured. Would not the Nicaragua Canal bring it 
to our doors in such shape as to prevent our beg- 
ging the foreign mili owner to take it from us at 
starvation prices, as we were forced to do with 
last year’s beavy surplus? 

To my mind this great question, the successful 
issue of which will add to the prosperity of every 
State in the Union, appeais more directly to the 
South than any other section: Vast and far- 
reaching in its consequences, the work, which is 
beyond individual effort, is truly national in its 
scope ; and, rich and powerful, the United States. 
as a Nation, can readily accomplish, without em- 
barrassment, that which, even were it within their 
power, should not be left to the control of indi- 
viduals. 

Armed with these significant statistics the 
President of the New Orleans Board of Trade 
will have no difficulty in making the unap- 
swerable argument before thé committee that 
the canal will haye à wonderfully stimulating 
effect upon Southern industry and enable the 
menufacturers of this country to compete with 
those of England in the markets of the East. 
It is a new phase of the canal question, and 
one which lends added emphasis to the de- 
mand that the government shall lend its aid 
by guaranteemg its bonds under the reasona- 
ble and safe conditions proposed in the Senate 
committee’s report. 


THE DOLLAR UNIT OF VALUE. 

The manufacturing statistics for seventy- 
seven cities in the United States, as compiled 
by the Census Bureau, furnish an emphatic 
denial to the oft repeated claim that the de- 
cline in prices in recent years is due to an act- 
ual advance in the value of the gold unit of 
dollar values. They show that the average 
worker in the manufacturing industries re- 
ceived in 1890 about 40 per cent more pay, in 
dollars, for the year’s toil than he did for the 
work of one year in 1880. That is to say, it 
took $140 in 1890 to pay for the same amount 
of labor that was bought with $100 in 1880. Ia 
other words, the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar, as applied to labor, was only 70 per cent 
at the close of the decade of what it was at the 
beginning; 70 being to 100 as 100 is to 140, 
nearly. 

Compared with this the decrease of 16 per 
cent in the prices of the things the worker has 
to buy with his wagesis asmall one, but it is 
so much of benefit instead of injury. He gets 
40 per cent more dollars for a stated amount 
of exertion, and finds that five of those dollars 
will buy as much of the things he wants to use 
or consume as could have been purchased 
with $6 ten years previously. Surely there is 
not much to complain of in such a condition 
of affairs, and most emphatically no room to 
allege undue appreciation of the measuring 
unit of values; for the cheapening in prices is 
due altogether to reduced costs of manufact- 
uring, production, and transportation; duc to 
the fact that the inventive genius of some men 
has shown how to make the day's work of 
others more effective than it used to be and 
thus benefit the toiler by making his, wages go 
further than formerly. 

The facts here cited may be made the basis 
of a good argument for a directly opposite 
conclusion to that claimed by the advocates 
of a cheap silver dollar. Nowhere can - a 
fairer single standard of value be found than 
the unit of labor. If that alone be consid- 
ered we must admit that the gold dollar is ef- 
fectively less powerful by 30 per cent than it 
was in 1880, It is not worth so much as then, 
instead of being worth a great deal more, be- 
cause it does not command so much of human 
exertion. Most decidedly it cannot be unfair 
to the silver theorists to give them the benefit 
of what they claim for the cheapening in the 
prices of commodities, but hold thein to the 
necessity of taking the price of labor 
into account along with the prices of the 
things that are produced by labor. But if we 
thus consider both, the 16 per cent reduction 
on the one side will be much more than off- 
set by the 40 per cent advance on the other, 
and after makinga fair allowance for any 
claimed difference between earning and ex- 
penditure, we shall find that the buymg power 
of the currency unit in the United States was 
10 per cent less in 1890 than it was in 1880, 
Taking all together, the price of labor and of the 
things that are produced by labor, the buying 
power of the dollar is fully 10 per cent less 
now than it was a dozen years ago, and no 
one can dispute that its earning power of 
making income for the capitalist was reduced 
fully as much as that in the same time by a 
shrinkage in the rates of interest obtainable 
for its use. 

So if we wanted to make the measuring

it is used to measure we ought to add 10 per

shall not charge more than 6 per cent under 
the pains and penalties of usury, that law 
regulates nothing and is not worth a copper, 
except that it makes the lender charge some- 
thing over 8 per cent that he may be indemni- 
fied against extra risk. Legislatures can no 
more make the rate of interest less than it 
actually is than Congresses can increase the 
commercial value of silver. 

More than ten centuries ago a Byzantine 
Emperor, fancying that the poor were op- 
pressed by the money-lenders, ordered that 


' thenceforth no interest should be demanded. 


His son and successor repealed that law. In 
doing so he asserted that it was a good law, 
but that unfortunately the borrowers suffered 
far more under it than they did under the old 
system—lenders charged cutthroat rates be- 
cause of the greater risk. Owing to the de- 
pravity of human nature,” said the Emperor, 
** good laws produce bad results.”” Hence he 
regretfully permitted the payment of reason- 
able rates of interest. Human nature in IIIi- 
nois and rest of the world is suffering from 
the same kind of depravity that baffled the 
benevolent designs of earlier legislators, and 
when an Iilinois legislator attempts to regu- 
late the price of money below the commercial 
rate the consequences are as mischievous as 
when the attempt was made by a Byzantine 
Emperor. Human nature is occasionally 
mightier than laws. 


Representative Molnsuwer is ** zealously 
in favor of removing the police force from the 
domain of ward politics.“ This comes in the 
nature of an agreeablesurprise. No one hoped 
to see that particular Saul among the prophets 
of nonpartisanship, As is the case with 
many converts, however, his zeal is carrying 
him in the wrong direction. He is at work 
on a bill providing fora police force to be 
under the control of “three Police Commis- 
sioners, to be appointed by the Circuit and Su- 
perior Courts of Cook County. Mr. McInerney 
says with childlike simplicity that their ap- 
pointments would undoubtedly be thoroughly 
nonpartisan, which he admits would not be 
the case were the Commissioners appointed 
by the Governor. 

If Mr. McInerney’s scheme were put in force 
the Police Commissioners would be partisans, 
the force would be more inefficient and costly 
than it is now, and. worst of all, in the course 
of time the Judges would be utterly de- 
bauched. The Commussioners would be their 
creatures, prompt to appoint any man whom 
their creators would recommend. Those men 
who now go to the Aldermen to get on the 
force would go to the Judges, and the latter 
would become masters of the patronage of the 
department. Any one who wishes to destroy 


the usefulness of the Cook County Judges will Sorty years 
he 


be in favor of making them bosses of the 
police force. Fortunately Mr. McInerney’s 
plan cannot be put into force, Even if the 
Legislature were to pass it the courts would 
set it aside, for though the author says 
“eminent jurists” have told him such a law 
would be constitutional he would find were it 
tested that the Legislature cannot make 
judicial officers perform the duties he wishes 
to impose on them.

The lake shipments of iron ore from the Mar- 
que‘tte, Menominee, Gogebic, and Vermillion 
mining ranges in 1892 aggregated 8,475,675 
long tons, and the figures of all rail shipments 
to local and other furnaces will probably raise 
the total for the year to 9,025,000 tons, or 10,- 
108,000 tons of 2,000 pounds each. The busi- 
ness has not been so unsatisfactory to the 
producers as generally talked of a few. months 
ago, but the days of fabulous prices for iron 
ore have passed.“ The supply of ore is now 
so great that it is believed no corner or trust 
could well be formed. As a consequence the 
older mines of the district, which once were 


able to dictate terms to Eastern furnace men, 


are no longer in a position todo so. “They 
are thankful if they can market their ore at a 
profit.” The greatest advances of the year 
were made in the Gogebic district, the output 
of which increased fully 1,000,000 tons. The 
largest mines have prospered in most in- 
stances, though the range of prices was low. 
They ranged from $3 to $5 for ore delivered at 
Lake Erie ports, the average being estimated 
at $3.50 to $3.75. But good ore was freely 
offered near the close of the season at $3 de- 
livered, and that without tinding takers, so that 
the outlook for 1893 is not supposed to be a 
brilliant one.

M. Gustave Eiffel is indicted as an accom- 
plice in the alleged swindling operations, and 
is accused of having received a share of the 
sums of money unlawfully procured from the 

ublic, and with having shared in the profits. 
K. Eiffel is also accused of having misappro- 
priated funds intrusted to him for the manda- 
tory purpose of expenditure fur salaried labor. 
Nothing is said in this indictment as to the 
bribery or corruption of public officials. 


What Bonaparte Wyse Knows, 


One of the witnesses summoned is said to 
be M. Lucien Napoleon Bonaparte Wyse, who 
claims the credit of havmg been the first to 
conceive the idea of a canal between the At- 
lantic and Pacific. It was he who, in his char- 
acter as an engiteer, obtained from the 
Colombian Government the concession to 
carry out the Papama Canal, in the work of 
which he was engaged until the final collapse. 
He is said to know a great many secrets in 
connection with the scandals. e recently 
said 

Alas, of what avail would it be to depart from 
the reserve which I have hitherto maintained? 
Those who have received bribes are numerous. 
But how is it that nobody has yet pronounced the 
names of the principal calprite—of the high * 
sonages who have pocketed enormous sums? I 
cannot name them myself until I am called be- 
fore a regularly constituted authority. As re- 
gards M. Reinach, J knew him well. He was ex- 
tremely active and intelligent, and had a pro- 
found knowledge of the world. At the outset he 
was nut in good odor with the Panama company, 
but when diffieulties began his help was eagerly 
solicited, for he was on intimate terms with all 
me of large influence, political as well as finan- 
cial. 3 

Baron De Reinach’s Bank Account. 


M. Cottu, it is said, persists in asserting his 
innocence, He asserts that Baron de Reinach 
never, placed in the coffersofthe bank the 
sums he was accused of having received from 
the,Panama company for distribution. Baron 
de Reinach had an aceount at the bank; it 
varied between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 francs, 
but precisely at the moment the distribution 
of the money was alleged to have been made 
it was diminished by 1,000,000 francs. 
Except his banking business none of 
Baron de Reinach’s private affairs were 
known at the bank. in the two 
issues of Panama lottery bonds the firm had 
earned broker amounting to 100,000 francs 
for the first 300,000 francs for the second 
in 1888, but the commission for the last issue 
was paid in lottery bonds, and as their market 
price had fallen heavily the profit was reduced 
to almost nothing. 

Clemenceau Examined at His Own Request. 


M. Clemenceau was at his own request exam- 
ined by Magistrate „ today in re. 
lation to his knowledge of Panama Canal mat- 
ters. The examination lasted a long time. 
No details have been given to the public. 

Canal Company Stubs Missing. 

The Parliamentary Commission of Inquiry 
has discovered an hiatus in the uence of 
the canal company's check stubs. ore than 
250 of the stubs are missing, and it has 
transpired that in every case a large sum was 
involved, One of the checks in question was 
for 100,000 francs; others for sums between 
40,000 and 70,000. If the stubs of these checks 
are not found Felix Cottu and Marius Fon- 
tane, as directors of the Canal company, will 
be liable to imprisonment for three years. 
They are suspected of having destroyed the 
stubs so as to protect their Reactionist 
friends. 

Refased to Support the Lottery Bill. 

The reports of Panama from 1886 and 
1888 have been presented before the Commis- 
sion of Inquiry. They show that President 
Carnot refused to * the Lottery bill, 
and that M. Sarrien disclaimed all re- 
sponsibility in the matter.

SUPPLY OF NATURAL Gas IN INDIANA. 
- — 


President Judson Says It Is Practically In- 
N exhaustible. 

The news that the natural gas supply of 
Ohio was fast giving out does not seem to 
give much concern to the Economic Fuel Gas 
company of this city, which depends for its 
supply on the natural gas wells of Indiana. 

The latest story of the exhaustion of the gas 
wells comes from Toledo, where several fac- 
tories are said to be shut down for lack of 
fuel. 

, Whether such a condition of things was 
likely to resuit from the adoption of the In- 
diana natural gas in Chicago was the object 
of some questions put to President C. E. Jud- 


son. : 

“ There are several reasons,” said he, “ for 
the failmg of the Ohio supply. In the first 
place the big factory people have never paid 
the gas companies anything like a reasonable 
sum for the quantities of gas they burned. It 
is now the intention of the companies to re- 
serve the supply for the smaller consumers 
who burn the gas only by meter measure- 
ment. They have been paying reasonably for 
what they have been consuming. 

Even if the supply is giving out that has 
got nothing to do with Indiana. We are posi- 
tive that our supply is good to hold out for 


many years. 
“The stockholders of this company did not 


bad reasonably satisfied themseives that there 
was a good supply of natural gas under their 
100 square miles of territory in Indi- 
ana. ‘There is no way of ascertaining the 
bulk of the supply or its duration: but there 
will be no waste of it, as there has been in

RENDERS A VERDICT OF SUICIDE. 


Coroner’s Jury Decides That Gregory Died 
by His Own Hand—His Wife’s Statement. 

A Coroner’s jury yesterday found that C. H. 
Gregory, who shot and killed himself Sunday 
night at No. 1211 Michigan avenue, fired the 
| fatal shot with suicidal intent. It is believed 
that drink or insanity was the cause of the 
act. 

The inquest was held at Sigmund’s under- 
taking establishment, No. 73 Fifth avenue, vy 
Deputy Coroner Coffey. The jurors were 
Thomas H. McCarthy, Charles O. Fowler, M. 
R. Ready, John Redden, William Toomey, 
and Thomas Thorson, O. S. Chapmaa, an at- 
torney, who was a friend of Mr. Gregory, Mrs. 
Robert Hiller, the upon whom Gre 
ory called Sunday night, C. H. Michell, — 
lord of the house in bien Mrs. Hiller lives, 
and the officer who was summoned to the 
house after the shooting occurred were 
only witnesses examined, and they were able 
to throw no light upon the occurrence beyond 
what * been already published. 

Mrs. Hiller, whose husband is the Assistant 
Secretary of the Chicago Racing Association, 
was closely questioned, and repeated exactly 
the same story she told the — — and repre- 
sentatives of the Sunday night. She 
declared that she had never seen Gregory be- 
* he called upon her and had never heard 
of him, 

It is known that of late Gregory has been 
living a pretty fast life. On cards found on 
his person by the police were the names and 
addresses of — or thirty women. It is 
supposed he got Mrs. Hiller’s address and 
called upon her with a view to induce her to 
go out with him. The certifi¢ate of member- 
ship in the National Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, said to have been found on the 
body, proves to be only an application for 
membership in the organization. His appli- 
cation was acted upon some six weeks ago 
and he was biackballed. That he has been 
drinking heavily since his attack of typhoid- 
fever last July is known, and. his friends say 
that since that time he has deen practically 
insane. 

Mrs. Gregory was seen — night at the 
house of a friend, Her room at No. 546 Wash- 
ington boulevard she was obliged to give up, 
owing to the neglect of her husband to care 
for her. Since then she has been stopping at 
No. 510 Washington boulevard. A reporter 
for Tun Trisungz was there directed to the 
house whither she had gone for seclusion.

From the Edison company he 
went to the McAntee Electrical company, 
where he became involved in financial trou- 
ble. The firm charged him with forgery and 
embezzlement to the extent’ of $300, and he 
was put in jail. But the matter was settled 
finally outside the courts.

MUST VACATE THE CHEROKEE STRIP. 


Last Claim to Title by the Stock Associa- 
tion Denied in the Federal Court. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Jan. 9,—[Special. ]—The 
right of the Cherokee Land and Live Stock 
Association to sublease the 6,000,000 acres 
of the Cherokee outlet was refused today on 
the grounds of lack of title. The case, which 
has been in the courts since March, 1891, was 
settled by Judge Alden of the United States 
District Court sitting at Wyandotte, Kas. 
The loss to the association of cattlemen will be 
several million dollars and will result in ali 


renters having to leave the grazin 
lands. The Cherokee Strip — 
Live Stock Association was organized 


in 1883 while Bushyhead was chief of the Cher- 
okee Nation. The association was composed 
of fifty cattlemen. ‘Ihe first lease of the In- 
dians was made for five years for $200,000 a 
year. The right of the Indians to claim the 
outlet was a point at issue. The association 
claimed that the Indians had a right in fee 
simple to the lands embraced in the strip. 
Failing to support this claim the attorneys for 
the association declared that the Indians had 
at least a right to the grass growing in the 
strip and might legally lease the use of the 
grass. 


MISSIONARY SANDBAGGED BY THUGS. 


Bold Assault and Robbery on the Streets 
of Omaha. 


Omana, Neb., Jan. 9.— Special.] — The Rev.

BULLION rvURCHASE BILL FAVORED. 


House Committee Adopts It with the Late 
" Amendment. 

Wasuinerow, D. C., Jan. 9.—The House 
Committee on Banking and Currency today 
by a decisive vote pushed the Andrew banking 
and bullion purchase repeal bill together with 
the Cate amendment for the coinage of silver 
buljion now in the Treasury through the com- 
mittee and ordered its report to the House. 
This was done in pursuance of the plan of the 
opponents of the Sherman Silver law to get 
arepeal bill on the calendar at the earliest 
moment in order to work out practical legis- 
lation at this cession if possible. All proposi- 
tions involving dei were voted down. Au- 
other significant feature of the meeting was 
that a motion by Cox of Tennessee to carry 
out the State bank plank in the Chicago plat- 
form was defeated by 11 to 1. 

The members who voted in favor of the bill 
were Bacon, Wike, Cate, Dickerson, Sperry, 
Cobb, Walker of Massachusetts, and Russell of 
Cennecticut; those voting against it were Cox 
of Ten Kendall and Townsend, Mr. 
Brosius of nnsyivania not voting, The 
members net preseut were Gantz of Ohio, 
Busey and Henderson of IIlinois. The bill 
as agreed upon provides that national baute 
upon a deposit of interest-bearing United 
States bonds shall be entitled to receive circu- 
lating notes to the full par value of the bonds 
dépusited. At present 90 per cent is the limit. 
Sec. 2 reduces the tat on national bank circu- 
lation from 8 to M of 1 per cent each half 
year. Sed, repeals the Sherman silver 
bullion purchase act. Sec. 4 is the Cate 
amendment and amends the coinage section 
of the Sherman act so as to read as follows:

Union River Company Wins Its Case 
Against Secretary Noble. 

Wasninortonr, D. C., Jan. 9.—In the case of the 
Union River Logging railway company of Oregon 
for a bill of injunction against Secretary Noble 
of the Interior Department the United States 
Supreme Court in an opinion by Justice Brown 
today affirmed the judgment of the District Su- 
preme Court granting an injunction.

Itemized) Estimate of Varions Expendt- 


re} Mamaiors of the Boar of Conted of the 


National Commission will begin a special ses- 
sion this morning to finally determine upon a 
system of awards for the World’s Fair. ‘This 


is one of the big questions which remain un- 


settled. 

The Committe on Awards charged with the 
duty of allotting medals and diplomas has 
asked that experts be appointed to judge of 
the merits of exhibits. The Board of Control 
favors a jury system, and this idea will prob- 
ably win out, 

John Boyd Thacher of New York is the ex- 
ponent of the individual expert judge idea. 
He carried his point with the Committee on 
Awards, but the Board of Control, which has 
final jurisdiction, modified at its meeting last 
December the committee's report so as to 
provide for a Boara of Examiners of seven 
members to review the findmgs of the judges 
in case any exhibiter should protest against 
the report of the judge passing upon his dis- 
play. Having reached this * at the last 
session, the board adjourned without final ac- 
tion until today. 

According to the estimate of the Awards 
committee it will cost approximately $570,000 
to pay the salaries of the 660 judges, their 
clerical force, the per diem of the members of 
the committee, etc. Commissioner J. W. St.
